S ^°We also saw^o^r^three specimens of the click beetle. 
These are so called because they are provrded with a 
mechanism by which they can spnng to thetr feet when 
placed on their backs. The larvat of the red cltck beetle 
are known as wire worms, and are very destructive to plants. 
The beetles known as soldiers and sailors were also found. 
They are long with greyish black wing cases, and are found 
in the ground under stones. 

The “harvesters” were interesting. The difference 
between them and the beetles is, the body of the beetle is 
in two parts, while that of the harvester is all in one like a 
spider. One harvester which we found under a stone was 
very beautiful. It was like brown velvet streaked with 
white. Its eye was on a point or stalk on the top of its back.
